On November 5, over 100 people attended 


an exciting event at the Portuguese Sports 
Club, sponsored by the Ironbound Com- 
mittee Against Toxic Wastes. Lois Gibbs, 
President of the Love Canal Homeowners 
Association, came ‘to Ironbound. Lois is 
the woman who organized her neighbors 


“in Love Canal, New York, when they 


realized that their children were getting 
sick because their homes and school were 


built on top of land which had been a 


chemical dump. Through several years of 
protest, demonstrations, doing health 
surveys, and hard work, they finally 
forced the government to pay for their 
homes and relocate their families. Lois 
brought a videotape which showed her 
story, and also spoke. Below are parts of 
the talk she gave: 


The problem that faces us faces the 
whole nation. There are 30,000 toxic 
waste sites across the country. There are 


- people in Massachusetts with children 


dying of leukemia - 9 children who all live 
within one half mile. Children who are 
bald-headed, because of chemotherapy.

their bodies. In Pennsylvania, in 1 block, 


there are 4 children who are mentally 


retarded, 2 children with deformed limbs, 
and parents, men and women, who have 
had miscarriages, stillbirths, cancer and 
Jung disease.

ares Problems, Same Fight 


Toxic Waste

On Friday, Nov. 5, members of commu- 
y groups from all over New Jersey met 
with Lois Gibbs, President of the Love 


Canal Homeowners Association, to dis- 


cuss ways that their groups could work 


together to fight against environmental 


damage, from air or water pollution. 

Lois Gibbs has become known through- 
out America a the leader of the group of 
residents at Love Canal in New York. The 
group's members suffered from a variety of 
diseases caused by chemicals. Some of 
their children died from exposure to toxic 
wastes buried at Love Canal. Their homes 
and school were built on top of the 
chemical dump. But they fought the 
government and won. They were relocated 
and the government bought their homes. 
Love Canal brought the problems of 
exposure to toxic wastes to the attention of 
the whole country. 

Lois Gibbs accepted an invitation from 
the Ironbound Committee Against Toxic 
Wastes to speak and show a film. 

Lois' message was clear: whether we're 


- fighting a toxic waste incinerator or a 


landfi!!, our battles are the same. We 
cannot allow the N.J. Department of 


“Environmental Protection (DEP) to get us 


fighting each other. One group's solution 
could be another group's problem. We must 
join together -- and SAY NO to toxic 
wastes or solid wastes disposal that will 


- pollute our environment and affect our 


health. 

People from groups which are fighting 
toxic wastes came from Howel!, Martins- 
ville, Deptford, Rockaway Township, Eli- 
zabeth, Bayonne and Newark. Some 
people travelled for over 2 and a half hours

At Love Cana! in 3 years, 56% of our 
babies were born with birth defects. 
56% of our babies were born with 3 ears, 
double rows of teeth, extra fingers, extra 
toes, etc. In one year, 22 Love Cana! 
women became pregnant. Of those 22 
pregnancies we had only 4 babies bor: 
normal. The rest of those pregnancies

Landfil! because of water pollution and the 
affects on residents’ health. The Kinsley 
Landfill is operated by a subsidiary of 
Scientific Inc. Scientific Inc is no stranger 
to Newark residents. Through a joint 
venture, they and SCA are partners in the 
operation of SCA’s facility on 100 Lister 
Ave. They are proposing to build a toxic 
waste incinerator there. 

The group in Howell, Howell Citizens 
Against Toxic Sites (HCATS), is 
fighting to stop the pollution created by a 
landfi!! in their town owned by Waste 
Disposa! Inc., a subsidiary of SCA. Wells 
which are located a short distance away 
from this landfill are contaminated with 
benzene, toluene and other extremely 
hazardous chemicals. 

Other groups around New Jersey are 
fighting the proposa! by At-Sea Incinera- 
tion to build a toxic waste tank farm and 
processing facility at Port Newark, or are 
fighting a landfi!! proposed for an unsafe 
site near their Homes, or are fighting a 
proposed incinerator to burn garbage, 
because of the pollution it wil! cause. Even 
though each group is fighting something 
different, their experiences are very 
similar. They are tired of having to fight 
against the governmenta! agency that is 
supposed to protected them, the DEP. They 
are also trying together to gain contro! 
over the decision-making process, so that 
no dangerous toxic waste or solid waste 
facility is located in an area where many 
peoples lives and health wil! be negatively 
affected, like what happened at Love 
Canal. 

The various groups from around the 
state have agreed to remain in contact, 
and are planning to meet in December to 
see if a statewide environmental! organiza- 
tion of people fighting toxic wastes in their 
communities can be formed. 


ended in miscarriages, stillbirths, and 
birth defects in the children. At Love 
Cana!, we had the highest rate of lung 
cancer in the whole state of New York. We 
had a woman who lost her 7 year old son o 
dioxin poisoning. And yet she is now out 
doing what I'm doing, trying to educate 
people about the dangers of toxic chemi- 
cals. 

People sometimes think I was a super- 
woman, but the truth of the matter is that I 
was a housewife, a homemaker, mother of 
2 children. I wanted the American dream 
of a modest house with a picket fence. I 
lived a very sheltered life and I was shy. I 
never went to PTA meetings. I never went 
to City Hall. But when my children began 
to get sick and I found out that it was the 
chemicals at Love Canal, I knew that I 
had to get up and do something. 

My son moved into Love Cana! when he 
was 1 years old. By the time Michae! was 5 
years old, he had developed epilepsy, liver 
disease, blood disease. He developed 
asthma and urinary tract problems that 


“required surgery. I had a second child who 


was conceived and carried at Love Canal. 
We almost lost her, my baby Melissa, 2 
years ago to a rare blood disease. 

There is only 1 thing that is going to 
move the government and move the 
companies to clean up our environment 
and that is people. Stand together, tel! 
them no not in our backyard, and join 
together across your whole State! 


Toxic Re-Run 


The company that owns the toxic waste 
facility that blew up on October 10, wants 
to open it up again and expose Ironbound 
to the same danger once more. 

Foremost-McKesson is a large multi- 
billion dollar corporation. They have 
informed the New Jersey Department of 
Environmenta! Protection (DEP) that they 
want to start operating the plant again. 
The plant has been shut since the 
explosion and fire. The company has been 
in trouble with the DEP since they bought 
the plant one year ago. They have been 
fined for the violations of the law at the 
plant and have refused to pay taxes that 
they owe the city of Newark. 

Their reputation in other aspects of their 
business hasn't been too good either. They 
have been sued by women employees for 
discrimination. According to Every- 
body's Business, a book about corpora- 
tions, “The Securities and Exchange 
Commission charged them with making 
$6 million in payoffs to liquor dealers, and 
the company didn't deny it. They were also 
charged with making $231,000 in question- 
able foreign political contributions and 
signed a decree agreeing not to misbehave 
again in the future.” 

They have hired a consulting firm to try 
to convince people that even though their 
plant exploded and a person died, they 
really have the best interests of the 
community at heart. They've also argued 
that if they're denied permission to open 
the plant they won't pay the taxes that 
they owe. 

Residents have said that Ironbound 
already has more than its fair share of 
dangerous toxic waste facilities and the 
community will not accept any more. The 
view of the community is that toxic air 
pollution and accidents have already 
caused too much damage to people in 
Ironbound.

“We Don't Need Any More 
Toxic Chemicals Here.” 


Bob Cartwright is a member of the 
Ironbound Committee Against Toxic 
Wastes. Below are parts of a talk he gave 
Nov. 5, when the Committee sponsored an 
evening with Lois Gibbs at the Portuguese 
Sports Club: j 


The Ironbound Committee Against 
Toxic Wastes was-able to learn both from 
our own experiences and also from the 
experiences of the people of Love Canal, 
and the people affected by Chemica! 
Contro! in Elizabeth. Because of the fact 
that these people were able to make use of 
the media and get their message out, it 
made a lot of us more aware of what the 
problems of toxic chemicals were and how 
important it was to try to do something 
about them. 

In Ironbound, we have been fighting 
against 3 incinerator proposals for our 
neighborhood. One for At Sea Incinera- 
tion, which would require a huge storage 
and processing plant at Port Newark. 
Another is for an incinerator that would 
burn chemicals on land. The third is for an 
incinerator that would supposedly burn 
garbage, but would actually burn both 
toxic wastes and garbage. We've also been 
trying to clean up a number of toxic waste 
sites that are already existing in our 
neighborhood. And we've been successful 
on some of these... 

Just 2 weeks ago there was a loud 
explosion around 4 AM on a Sunday 
morning when 1 of the facilities in 
Ironbound exploded and burned until the 
next day with fumes going all over our 
neighborhood. Just this week, there was 
another accident. at SCA, the plant which 
is located on Lister Avenue in the Island 
section near FDR Homes. 

The chemicals at Love Cana! were for 
the most part in the ground and then they 
seeped into peoples homes and backyards. 
In Ironbound we have chemicals that are 
being stored at various places in the 
neighborhood and we also have a lot of 
chemicals that are entering our air. In 
other places, the main way that people 
have been poisoned by chemicals has been 
through contamination of their water or 
direct contact with the chemicals, but here 
it has been through our air. 

The main thing we’ve been able to see 
here in Ironbound, and also in Love Cana! 
and Elizabeth, is that private industry, the 
chemica! corporations and toxic waste 
disposa! companies, have completely 
abused what their responsibilites were. 
We've seen over and over again a situation 
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where profits come before people. At Love 
Canal, the profits of Hooker Chemica! 
were more important than the health of 
those people. 

The government is also at fault. We've 
got both types of enemies we have to 
battle. One, the corporations that cause 
the problems, and then the government 
that allows it and then condones it and 
then refuses to do very much to protect us 
even after people go through as much as 
the people in Love Cana! did. 


A Movement To Fight For Us 


The thing that we need more than any- 
thing else is something that Lois Gibbs 
has already started to work on and that is 
a movement from the grassroots of people 
who have been or are about to be affected 
by these various chemicals. A movement 
that is led by us, that expresses our needs, 
and our goals, and then fights like 
hell...There’s a lot of fighting to do. And 
it’s not simple or easy...The important 
thing is to be able to stick together and to 
have people from different areas suppor- 
ting one another. To have people learning 
from one another, and seeing each others 
battles as their own. Because one of the 
things the government wil! try to do is to 
have the solution for one group turn out to 
be a problem for another group of people. 

At Love Cana! that is happening today. 
After al! these peop!e fought for so !ong to 
have their area evacuated (because of the 
health problems), today we see the

government of New York State trying to 
get poor people from Buffalo and Niagara 
Falls to move into these same homes. They 
are trying to convince people who have 
little to lose that they should take a chance 
and take a risk. They're trying to use 
health studies to prove that the area is not 
as dangerous as people said it was. 

In Ironbound, we have a different 


situation. No one is being evacuated. But . 


we have people telling us that “It's safe”. 
That our air is safe, our water is safe. The 
fact of the matter is we already have 
chemicals in our blood. That's been proven 
by researchers from the medica! school 
that have done the studies. We've got 
chemica!s that are cancer causing in our 
blood at levels that are much higher than 
people who live in the suburbs. We've got 
chemica!s that cause cancer in our air, at 
levels higher than anywhere else in the 
State. The one thing that we don't 
need is any expansion, any new toxic 
chemicals being brought into our 
neighborhood. And that's what the 
Ironbound Committee Against Toxic 
Wastes is al! about.

Not since the heyday of the Vietnam 
War has the military consumed such a 
lopsided share of the federal! funds budget. 
The Pentagon's portion is up from 56% in 
Reagan's first budget and 47% in Carter's 
last year.

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Rome St. Residents Say: 
“Enough is Enough!” 


“We are asking that this company not be 
granted a 120 day extension to clean up 
this pollution. They've had plenty of time. 
Our health is suffering now.” 

The speaker was 1 of many Rome St. 
residents who attended a hearing Nov. 18 
held by the City's code enforcement 
department about Resisto! Hats. 

Ever since Resistol Hats opened on 
Rome St. in June, residents have had 
serious problems: terrible smells (espe- 
cially bad at night), bugs invading their 
homes, and particles of rabbit fur in the 
air. People have developed allergies, 
rashes, sore throats and coughing that 
never go away, itchy or watery eyes, 
and breathing problems. One woman who 
has asthma has been hospitalized severa! 
times since Resisto! opened because her 
condition has gotten much worse. Her 
doctor recently told her not to walk on the 
street without a face mask over her mouth 
and nose. 

“We are suffering at this point. We’re 
concerned about our health and our 
children’s health,” said Betty Cifredelli, a 
spokesperson for the group. “At first I 
thought it was only my block, but now I 
find that it goes 4 or 5 blocks deep. In the 
schoo! several blocks away, they've found 
rabbit fur floating in the wind. People are 
breathing it in.” 

The City inspector who spoke at the 
hearing said he had found no smells when 
he inspected the company several times, 
and only found fur particles once. But 
residents pointed out that he had made al! 
of his inpsections at the exact same time 
of day. 

- “Why don’t you come at night?” said 1 
woman. “That’s when it’s worst.” She then 
- showed the City officials her arms which 


were black and blue because she was 


recently hospitalized and on intravenous 
because of her breathing difficulties. 
“Every time an ambulance goes down our 
street, my neighbors think it wil! be fore 
me.” 

At the hearing, the company lawyer 
stated that the problems had been “start 
up” problems and that they were all

almost completely corrected. He also said 
that people who were ill should make a 
claim to the company. 

“We don’t want money to pay our doctor 
bills,” said one angry resident. “We don’t 
want to have to go to the doctor in the first 
place!” 

One person told City officials that he 
had contacted people living on Polk Street 
where Resisto! Hats was former!y located. 
He said they also had similar health 
problems. 

“It appears that no one in this room has 
the expertise to dea! with this type of 
situation,” he said. “Why can't the City 
call in some experts? We want the clean air 
we are entitled to.” 

Mr. Geswaldo, the City official who was 
chairing the hearing, said it would be 
possible to contact the Department of 
Health for some expert help. 

One woman asked, “What about your 
employees? Their health is important too.” 
The company lawyer responded that this

was not supposed to concern the residents 
at all. “We know that they are somewhat 
protected because they wear protective 
clothing,” the woman replied. “But we are 
not.” 

The company lowered its request for an 
extension from 120 days to 20 days. But 
after hearing what residents had to say, 
Mr. Geswaldo ruled that the company 
would have 15 working days to correct al! 
the remaining pollution problems. He said 
the City would make inspections at 
different times of the day, and would come 
at the residents request when possible. If 


the problems continue, the City will take __ 


Resisto! to court. 

Rome St. residents are keeping their own 
records of pollution violations which they 
will present in court if necessary. They are 
also doing fundraising so they can pay for 
independent air monitoring. They plan to 
continue to meet until the problem is 
solved. For more information call, 589-

Together We Can Win 


` “Sometimes the smells get to me so bad 
that I spit up blood.” 

“I can't even work in my own backyard 
the paint smells are so bad!” 

“My whole car is covered with tiny 
specks of white paint.” 

These were some of the comments by 
people in the Astor Street area at their 
meeting on November 8 at Holy Rosary 
Church. They were talking about the paint 
fumes and paint spray from Stee! Craft 
Fluorescent Company, a firm which spray 
paints white fluorescent fixtures. 

People had been individually complain- 
ing about this for years but when they 
started getting themselves together, 
things began to happen. A petition and 
affadavits by residents about the paint 

fumes and paint spray forced the New 
Jersey Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) to take action against 
Stee! Craft on 3 different violations of the 
Air Pollution Contro! Act. The City of 
Newark has issued violations against the 
company because of the smells coming 
from their factory. 

The people in the Astor St. area 
realize that only by continuing to stick 
together will these violations ever get 
corrected. They have formed the Commu- 


nity Environmental Committee: For a 
Cleaner & Healthier Neighborhood, 
and a steering committee was formed to 
keep the pressure on the DEP and the City 
of Newark regarding the violations. 

Other environmental! concerns were also 
raised at the meeting which the committee 
will also be checking on. the steering 
committee members are writing letters to 
Councilmen James, Grant and Martinez, 
who attended the Nov. 8 community 
meeting, reminding them of their promises 
to 1) Get the streetcleaners to clean the 
area. Residents complained they hadn’t 
seen a streetcleaner for 2 years. 2) Correct 
the problem of “rats as large as cats”. 3) 
Insure that Farese & Sons stop their 
practice of storing full garbage trucks in 
their garage and 4) Tel! residents what's in 
the drums stored at the old Komar Zipper 
Company of 124 Thomas St. 

The Community Environmental 
Committee was formed for the area south 
of South St. and on the Ironbound side of 
McCarter Highway. It is a mixed indus- 
tria! and residential area whose residents 
fee! that they are forgotten by the City. 
Now the residents are organized to make 
sure their concerns for a healthy life are 
not forgotten.

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“If all the money goes for defense, then 
we won't have any cities to defend. Itis our 
money - taxpayers’ money - and we need to 
organize and protest against the Reagan 
policies,” said Central Ward Councilman 
George Branch. He was speaking at the 
first meeting of the Newark Committee of 
Jobs With Peace which was held on 
November 20 at the Metropolitan Ecume- 
nica! Ministries. 

Jobs With Peace is a nation wide 
campaign to transfer money from wastefu! 
military programs to programs for people. 
Loca! groups around the country are being 
organized to speak out against the largest 
peacetime military buildup in United 
States history, and against the cutbacks in 
programs that people need. In 1982, 
President Reagan and Congress cut $35 
billion from public education, job safety, 
unemployment compensation, environ- 
menta! protection, food stamps, and other 
services. In the same year, the government 
increased the military budget by $30 
billion and they plan to increase the 
military budget by more than $1.6 trillion 
over the next 5 years. 

A! Evanoff, Secretary of District 1199 
Health and Hospital! Worker's Union, said, 
“The spending on the military is hurting 
the economy. It is a myth that invest- 
ment in the military creates jobs.” He cited

We've Said It Before 


And we'll say it again. 

We are against any fire house closings 
or lay offs of firemen in the City, because 
cutbacks in this area endanger the health 
and safety of residents and those firemen 
who are left fighting the fires. 

In announcing this decision to layoff 
firemen, the Mayor gave a declining 
population as one of the reasons. What he 
didn't say is that one of the reasons for the 
City's declining population is the number 
of buildings that have been destroyed by 
fire in the past, due to previous fire house 
closings and layoffs. In addition, there 
may be fewer people, but there have been 
more fires. Buildings are older and risk is 
higher. And a grim statistic that we 
cannot forget: Newark has a higher death 
rate from fire than any other City in the 
country. - 

Add to all this the fact that Newark has 
so many plants that use, store, or treat 
toxic chemicals. Just in the last few years, 
there have been 3 major explosions - Paris 
St., Ferry St., and Doremus Ave. - where 
these plants have blown up and been 
totally destroyed, and many “minor” 
accidents at SCA and elsewhere. Our fire 
department has so far done an excellent 
job in difficult circumstances (not always 
knowing what toxics were involved and 
what precautions to take). The dangers 
could have been much worse. 


We should not have to choose between - 


the things we need to live decently - 
firemen, policemen, sanitation workers, 
recreation. These are all basic services we 
pay for in our taxes and we should get 
them. Plenty of money can be found for tax 
abatements, salary raises for top burea- 
crats, legal fees, and al! kinds of aid for 
downtown corporations for planning and 
_ Improvements that help only them. 

But each fire company tht closes means 
that the remaining companies must pick 
up the slack: That means travelling 
further to get to a fire. In a fire, those 
minutes could mean lives - our lives. 
People need fire protection, and it should 
not be cut. 
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statistics that showed that even military 
contractors are employing fewer people 
than they did 10 years ago. He also pointed 
out that the cuts wil! reduce the quality of 
helath care, particulalry preventive health 
care, for working people. “Working people 
fee! that the government is out to help the 
rich. Reagan acts as if the working person 
is of no value. We need jobs with decent 
wages and dignity in hospitals, schools, 
mass transit and other services. We don't 
need more military spending,” said 
Evanoff. 

Sylvia Zisman, a coordinator of the 
Newark Committee, said the group is 
planning for a Jobs With Peace Week on 
Apri! 10 to 16 which will include lectures, 
films and other educational activities. The 
Committee also plans to have a Jobs With 
Peace resolution on the November 1983 
election ballot. 

The local Jobs With Peace committee 
includes Rev. David Burgess of St. 
Stephen's United Church of Christ, Wray 
Bailey of American Friends Service 
Committee, Frank Gibson of Metropolitan 
Ecumenica! Ministries, Vic De Luca of the 
Ironbound Community Corporation, Al 
Evanoff of District 1199, Councilman 
George Branch, and South Ward Council- 
man Donald Payne.

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“Airplane Noise 


Continues 
The following letter was written by Frank 
Pleva from the Ironbound Airplane 
Committee to Patricia Goldman of the 
National Transportation Safety Board. 
We reprint it because it summarizes the 


continuing problem of airplane noise in 
our neighborhood: 


Dear Ms. Goldman: 

The reason for this letter to you is 
because I am troubled as are the residents 
of the Ironbound section in Newark. The 
planes taking off and landing at Newark 
Airport fly over a very heavily populated 
area -- over our homes. I don't know who to 
turn to now because we had the FAA 
people down at my yard to see the problem 
and nothing was done about it. I also had 
a half dozen television people here taking 
pictures and nothing helped. 

We are all scared remembering the 
crashes in Chicago in 1979, then Washing- 
ton D.C., then Boston, and the latest in 
New Orleans. As a matter of fact, once a 
piece of luggage fell out of a plane flying 
over the Sherwin Williams Paint Compa- 
ny and almost killed a worker. 

I think you can get my message. 1 feel 
we are next. These planes come over our 
homes every 30 seconds. We've complained 
since 1960. In 1966, we had a demonstra- 
tion at Newark Airport and the planes 
were re-routed but at that time, there were 
different people in authority. In 1970, the 
planes came back. We had several 
meetings at Newark Airport and with the 
Contro! Tower people. Nothing helped. 

Now we don't know who to turn to to 
stop the planes from coming over our 
homes and to have them re-routed.

They 
are not telling the truth about how the 
people here are suffering and are fright- 
ened of an accident. The FAA people have 
been lying for 22 years to us so it’s not 
surprising that they wil! not tel! you the 
truth. We have three schools in this area 
and the children are losing hours of schoo! 
work each week because of the disturbance 
from the planes. 

I am enclosing pictures of the demon- 
strations and of the people we have been 
meeting with at St. Benedict’s Church. I 
also had a man out at the house to measure 
the noise and pollution levels in our 
neighborhood from the planes and the 
noise level on his meter measured up to 100 
decibels which is extremely high. I have 
tried to get this information into the 
newspapers but it was hushed up. 

I would appreciate it if you would look 
into this matter and let me hear from you. 
We are pleading with you to do something 
to make our livs safer. We live in constant 
fear. We need your help desperately.

Patrick Farley is the head coach of the 


“Newark Swim Team and teaches 5th grade 


at St. Aloysius School. Below are parts of a 
speech he gave at the November 23 City 
Council meeting: 


Recreation consists of actually partici- 
pating in a recreationa! sport or activity or 
observing a recreational activity as a 
spectator. Implementing effective recrea- 
tional programs in Newark will help 
eliminate juvenile delinquency, lower 
crime, develop better community relations, 
develop positive attitudes towards New- 
ark, and most importantly, develop 
positive menta! and physical health 
attitudes for its residents. 

This past summer I worked at Inde- 
pendence Park for the Essex County 
Department of Parks, Recreation, and 
Cultura! Affairs. I organized tournaments 
in volleyba!!, basketbal!, and bocce. There 
was a basketbal! clinic held as well. This 
clinic was given by Gerry Gimelstob, Head 
Coach of George Washington University. 

This program was successful because 
the tournaments attracted up to 100 
participants and 300 spectators. And while 
these tournaments were taking place, at 
least 100 people were involved in other 
recreationa! activities at the park. These 
activities consisted of baseball, whiffle 
ball, hockey, basketbal!, football, ping 
pong, etc. Some nights there were almost 
400 people involved in some type of 
recreation. The main success of this 
program was that these children and 
adults were getting exercise while they 
were out of the house and away from the 
television. They were also away from the 


_ video arcades, off the street corners, and 
“not getting high. This kind of program can 
be and should be implemented in the City 


of Newark. 

Despite this program, which was created 
by Essex County, the City's overall 
recreationa! program is pitifu!. In the East 
Ward, the Ironbound Recreation Center 
(the Stadium) is functioning at 40% of its 
potentia!. Wilson Avenue Bathhouse is not 
functioning, and Hayes Poo! is only open 8 
to 10 weeks, 6 to 7 hours a day and is semi- 
functional. In fact, most recreational! 
programs are created by concerned 
citizens, not by the Department of Parks 
and Recreation, and usually take place on 
County property. 

Last January I was shown a proposal to 
renovate Ironbound Recreationa! Center. 
Construction was to begin this Fall. So far, 
nothing hs been done. The City should 
stop lying to us, stop giving us false hopes, 
and start listening to us. We're tired of our 
thoughts and ideals landing on deaf ears. 
Start becoming effective in recreation by 
appropriating the necessary funds for the 
recreationa! budget. 

It is time for positive recreationa! 
programs to begin in Newark. Some of my 
own suggestions for recreation in the East 
Ward and Newark are: 

E Renovate Ironbound Recreation 
Center and Wilson Avenue Bathhouse into 
day and night facilities. 

2. Renovate Hayes Park East Poo! into 
a year round indoor/outdoor facility. 

3. Create positive recreational! pro- 
grams in the City such as the one at 
Independence Park. 

4. Use City playgrounds longer than 
six weeks a year (the program at Indepen- 
dence Park lasted from mid April to Labor 
Day). 

5. Hire qualified people for recreationa! 


positions. Stop hiring people based on who 


they know or who they supported politically.

Newark Artists Collective 
Fights $ Cuts For Library

On November 15, over 150 people atten- 
ded a cultural evening in support of the 
Newark Public Library sponsored by the 
Newark Artists Collective. Some of the 
evening's highlights were a slideshow, a 
talk by Dr. Clement Price from Rutgers, 
music, and a reading by author Betty 
Neals. 

The Newark library and libraries 
around the state are facing the loss of 
funds because of federa! budget cuts. This 
means fewer staff, shorter hours, and no 
new books for the Newark library. 

“Libraries have been a public respon- 
sibility for over 100 years,” Dr. Price said. 
“Sure we should contribute to the library 
ourselves, but we should also oppose the 
current political climate which wants to 
return our public insitutions to ‘private’ 
initiative. We should insist that libraries, 
like are schools, are a public duty.” ‘ 

Dr. Price urged people to see how the 
library relates to other parts of life, like the 
schoo! system, and to “get involved in 
coalitions” to dea! with problems !ike this. 

Free public libraries were set up about 
100 years ago because working people 
demanded them. Since then they have 
been very important for working people. 
Rich people and many middle class people 
can afford to buy all of the books they 
want. Working people, having some desire 
to improve themselves through reading, 
need libraries. Libraries provide the best 
opportunity for many people to educate 
themselves. Others depend on the free 
public library system for a source of 
recreationa! reading. 


Art In The Community 


The Newark Artists Collective, 
which organized the event, is a group of 
artists, black and white, from the Newark 
area who are committed to supporting 
cultura! activity in Newark. The group is 
made up of poets, musicians, singers, 
dancers, playwrights, video artists, and 
novelists. Many of the artists are from 
Newark but severa! are from near by areas 
like Irvington or East Orange. They see 
the Collective as a way for artists to join

together, share information, work toge- 
ther, and bring their work to the community. . 
The Newark Artists Collective plans 
to hold a series of workshops for writers in 
the near future and to sponsor regular 
shows with music, drama, and poetry. 
Perhaps the most unique thing about 
Newark Artists Collective is that they 
believe artisis can play a positive and 
active role in important issues of their 
community, like the library cutbacks. “We 
don't see art for arts sake,” said 


Cammarieri, a member of the group. ‘ We TIN 


think artists have a socia! responsibility to 
speak out about issues that are important, 
and to raise peoples’ awareness of 
problems through their art, through 
entertainment.” 

While many prominent artists like Betty 
neals and Nathan Heard are connected 
to the group, the emphasis is not on 
famous names: but on involving people 
who do art of any type, both as a living or 
as a hobby. There is no age limit and the 
group is hoping to set up a specia! 
Committee for young artists. Newark 
Artists Collective is currently searching 
for a centrally located space for their office 
and events.

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No dia 5 de Novembro de 1982, a 
“Commissão Contra Os Desperdicios 
Toxicos” realizou um emocionante 
encontro no Sport Club Português. Lois 
Gibbs, a Presidente de “The Love Canal 
Homeowners Association” veio ao Iron- 
bound. Lois Gibbs é a mulher que 
organizou os vizinhos no “Love Canal”, 
New York, quando se deram conta que as 
suas crianças estavam doentes. Eles 
descobriram que as suas casas e escolas 
estão construidas sobre um deposito de 
despejos quimicos. Através de alguns anos 
de protestos, demonstrações, estudos de 
saúde, e trabalho duro, finalmente força- 
ram o governo a mudar essas familias e 
pagar-lhes as casas. 

Abaixo estão partes da conversa que 
Lois Gibbs deu no Sport Club Portuguese 
em Nov. 5: 


O problema que estamos enearando é de 
toda a nação. Existem 30,000 depositos de 
despejos quimicos através do país. Há 
pessoas em Massachusetts com crianças a 
morrer de leucemia, - 9 crianças vivendo ao 
redor de 1/2 milha. crianças calvas por 
causa de chemoterapia. Crianças que não 
teem nem uma onça de gordura no corpo. 
Em Pennsylvania, só numa quadra 
existem 4 crianças retardadas mentais, 2 
crianças com membros deformados, e pais 
e mães que tiveram cancro, doenças 
lpulmonares, abortos, e crianças que 
nascem mortas. Na Florida, nos ultimos 15 
meses foram diagnosticados 22 cancros

No Ironbound, o Ironbound Commit- 
tee Contra os Despejos Tóxicos tem 
estado a combater os projectos para 3 
crematórios para a nossa área. Um para a 
incineração no mar, exigindo uma grande 
armazenagem e um mecanismo especial 
no porto de Newark. O outro é para um 
crematório dos resíduos químicos na terra. 
O terceiro é para um crematório que 
presumivelmente seria só para o lixo. 
Actualmente, ambos queimar-se-iam lá. 
Temos estado a tentar limpar lugares de 
resíduos toxicos existentes na nossa área.

Precisamente, há duas semanas, houve 
uma grande explosão, num domingo, à 
volta das 4 da manhã quando uma das 
instalações no Ironbound explodiu e ardeu 
até no dia seguinte e em que o fumo 
invadiu toda área. Nesta semana houve 
um outro acidente na SCA, no mecanismo 
colocado na Avenida Lister, na secção de 
Island junto das casas da FDR. 

Os resíduos químicos no Love Cana! 
estao na sua malor parte na terra e então 
escoaram-se para as casas e quintais. No 
Ironbound temos resíduos químicos que 
estão sendo acumulados em vários lugares 
e também muitos outros puluindo o nosso 
ar. 
A principa! coisa que temos podido 
observar aqui em Ironbound, e em Love 
Cana! e Elizabeth é que a indústria privada 
as associações químicas, as ompanias de 
dspejos tóxicos têm repetidas vezes postas 
as suas vantagens acema do povo. Em 
Love Canal, os benefícios da Hooker 
Chemica! Co. foram mais importantes que

No Love Canal, em 3 anos 56% dos 
nossos bébés nasceram defeituosos, alguns 
com 3 orelhas, outros com doble fila de 
dentes, outros com dedos extras nos pés e 
nas mãos, etc. Num ano 22 senhoras do 
Love Cana! ficaram gravidas. Dessas 22 
gravidezes só 4 bébés nasceram normais. 
O resto dessas gravidezes terminaram em 
abortos, crianças que nascem mortas, e 


a saúde do povo. O governo é também 
culpado disso. Temos que combater ambos 
tipos de elementos. Primeiramente as 
corporações que causam esses problemas, 
segundo o governo que permite isto e 
perdoa, recusando-se de fazer muito mais 
para a nossa protecção. 

A coisa de que mais necessitamos acima 
de tudo é dum movimiento popular que 
tenha sido ou está a ser afectado por esses 
vários resíduos químicos. Um movimento 
que seja dirigido por nós, expresse as 
nossas necessidades, nos nossos objectivos 
e combta ferozmente. A coisa importante é 
de poder atacar em conjunto e ter pessoas 
de diferentes areas apoiando-se umas as 
outras. Ter pessoas que aprendam umas 
das outras e considerem os combates dos 
outros como seus proprios. Uma das coisas 
que o governo experimentará fazer é que a 
solução do grupo seja um problema para 
outro grupo de pessoas. 

Isto está acontecendo hoje no Love 
Canal. Este povo depois de ter lutado 
durante muito tempo para ter a sua área 
evacuada (por causa dos problemas de 
saúde), hoje vemos o governo do Estado de 
Nova York experimentando obter do povo 
pobre de Buffalo e de Niagara Falls a 
mudança para aquela mesmas casas 
Estão a experimentar persuadir o povo de 
que tem pouco a perder e que deve arriscar- 
se. Estão tentando servir-se de estudos 
sobre a saúde para provar que a área não 
era tão perigosa como o povo dizia. 

No Ironbound, a situação é diferente. 
Ninguém está a ser evacuado. Temos 
pessoas que nos dizem: “A área é sã.” O 
nosso ar e a nossa água são sãos. Mas o 
que é verdade já temos resíduos quimicos 
no nosso sangue. Isto está provado pelas 
investigações de escola medica! que tem 
feito estudos sobre isso. Temos obtido 
residuos químicos que estão causando 
câncro no nosso sangue em maior percen- 
tagem que o povo dos subúrbios. Encon- 
tramos resíduos químicos no nossa ar que

crianças defeituosas. No Love Canal! 
tivemos a maior percentagem de cancer 
pulmonar em todo o estado de New York. 
Tinhamos uma senhora a quem lhe morreu 
o filho com 7 anos envenenado com 
quimicos. Agora ela está tratando de 
ajudar as pessoas a livrar-se do perigo dos 
quimicos tóxicos. 

Por vezes as pessoas pensam que eu fui 
uma supermulher, mas a verdade do caso é 
que eu era uma dona de casa, mãe de dois 
filhos. Eu sonhava com uma casita 
modesta com uma cerca de estacas. Eu 
tinha uma vida bastante refugiada e 
sentia-me muito reservada. Eu nunca fui a 
reuniões do PTA. Nunca fui ao City Hall. 
Mas, quando os meus filhos começaram a 
adoecer e eu descobri que era por causa dos 
quimicos do Love Canal, eu vi que tinha - 
que acordar e fazer alguma coisa. 

O meu filho Michael mudou-se para o 
Cana! com um ano de idade, quando ele 
tinha cinco anos, já se lhe tinha desenvol- 
vido epilepsia, doença de figado, e de 
sangue. Tambem teve asma e um pro- 
blema urinario que exigiu uma operação. 
Ao ter a segunda criança que foi concebida 
a nascida no Canal, quase perdiamos a 
nossa Melissa dois anos atrás com uma 
doença de sangue rara. 

Somente há uma coisa que vai fazer 
mudar o governo e as companhias a 
limpar o nosso ambiente, e isso é o povo. 
Levantando-nos todos juntos, falando, 
não atrás da casa, mas unidos vamos 
todos através de todo o estado.

Representante Peter Rodino disse estar

“O povo americano clama pela resolução 
e cogelamento, porque eles perceberam que 
isto não e somente uma pergunta de 
interesse nacional, mais o futuro de raça 
humana. De acordo com o Harris Poll 
obtica no comeco deste ano, 86% percento 
do povo americano acredita que e inevita- 
ve! uma liguera guerra nuclear, e tambem 
70% porcento do povo americano acredita 
que o risco de guerra nucelar comecando 
pelos acidentes que estáo crescendo por 
causa dos dois lados ficarem aumentando 
o numero dos armamentos. Isto foi uma 
descoberta do ABC News - Washington 
Post poll. 


“O povo americano acha que estes tipos 
de armas não podem ser usadas por nos ou 
por outro povo em suas guerras mas 
somente para a aniquilação de raça 
humana. Mas esta administração conti- 
nua a falar da possibilidade de uma guerra 
nuclear limitada e esta preparando o nosso 
cidadão para uma rapida guerra nuclear. 
Claramente não podemos deixar a decisão 
da produção dos armamentos nuclear para 
os tecnicos militares, nos como lideres 
politicos e mães e pais teremos que fazer 
uma escolha que ira afetar as proximas 
gerações.” 

“O cogelamento nuclear podera aconte- 
cer. Fassando o congelamento ira dizer ao 
mundo que o povo americano e seu 
governo estão querendo imediatamente o 
comeco de um programa significativo de 
redução de armas nuclear com a União 
Sovietica.”

Patrick Farley é treinador do grupo de Na- 
tação de Newark e é professor da quinta 
classe na escola de St. Aloysius. Reprodu- 
zimos abaixo parte do discurso que profe- 
riu perante o Conselho Municipal: 


Recreio consiste na participacáo activa 
num desporto ou actividade recreativa ou 
assistir como espectador a uma dessas 
actividades.

O 
programa teve sucesso pois atraiu mais de 
100 participantes e 300 espectadores. E, 
enquanto estes torneids se realizavam 
pelo menos outras 100 pessoas participa- 
vam em outras diferentes actividades 
recreativas promovidas no parque, tais 
como: basebal!, whiffle ball, óquei, basque- 
tebol, futebol, pint-pont, etc. Nalgumas 
noites, mais de quatrocentas pessoas 


participaram nestas actividades de re- 


creio. O principa! successo deste programa 
está no facto de que criancas e adultos 
executaram exercícios ao ar livre, longe da 


televisáo, dos jogos de video, das esquinas 


e das drogas. 

Apesar deste programa, os programas de 
recreio da cidade, duma maneira geral, sáo 
uma miséria. No bairro do este, o Centro de 
Recreio do Ironbound (o estádio) funciona a 


Avenue está encerrada há já alguns anos: 
a piscina Hayes está só aberta de 8 a 10 | 
semanas por ano, seis a sete horas por dia. 
De facto, a maior parte dos programas de 
recreio são criados por indivíduos e não 
pelo Departamento de Parques e Recreio. 

No passado dia 1 de Janeiro de 1982 foi 
apresentada uma proposta para renovação 
do Centro de Recreio do Ironbound. As 
obras deveriam principar este Outono. Até 
agora, nada foi ainda feito. A Camara 
Municipal deveria acabar com aquela série 
de mentiras que nos tem impingido, dando- 
nos falsas esperanças; deveria, pelo con- 
trário, ouvir as nossas roucas vozes. 
Estamos cansados ao ver que as nossas 
palavras e os nossos rogos caem em 
ouvidos surdos. O orçamento da cidade 
deve incluir fundos para actividades 
recreativas. 

É altura de programas de recreio serem 
instituídos em Newark. Eis algumas das 
minhas sugestões para actividades recrea- 
tivos no bairro do este e em Newark: 

1. Renovação do Centro de Recreio do 
Ironbound e da Piscina da Wilson Ave. de 
forma a funcionarem dia e noite; 

2. Renovação da piscina Hayes para 
que esta possa ser usada todo o ano. 

3. Instituir programas de recreio como 
aquele que decorreu no parque da Indepen- 
dêcia. 

5. Usar os parques de recreio da cidade 
durante mais que seis semanas ao ano.

En Ironbound, e! Comité de Ironbound 
Contra Desperdicios Toxicos ha estado 
peleando contra 3 incinerdores propuestos 
para nuestra vecindad. Un incinerador 
para.e! mar el cua! requirara un almasena- 
je bien grande y una planta de procesa- 
miento en Port Newark. Otro iacinerador 
que quemaria chemicas en tierra. Y el 
tercero incinerador que supuestamente 
quemaria solamente basura, y actualmen- 
te quemaria las dos quimicas toxicas y 
basura. Tambien estamos tratando de 
limpiar un numero de desperdicios toxicos 
en sitios cercances a nuestra vecindad. Y lo 
hemos logrado en algunos de estos. 

En solamente 2 semanas atras hubo una 
explosión muy fuerte a eso de 4 A.M. 
domingo por la mañana cuando una des 
estas plantas en Ironbound explotó y 
quemó hasta el proximo dia, regando 
humos en toda la vecindad. Justamente en 
esta semana hubo otro accidente en SCA. 
La planta esta localizada en Lister Avenue 
cerca de FDR y hogares. 

Las quimicas en el Love Canal muchas 
de estas fueron aparar en hogares de la 
gente y en sus patios. En Ironbound 
tenemos quimicas que han sido estacio- 
nada en nuestra vecindad y tambien 
tenemos muchas quimicas que penetran en 
e! aire. 

La cosa mas principa! que hemos visto 
aqui en Ironbound, y tambien en el Love 
Canal, y Elizabeth, es que las industrias 
privadas, compañias de quimicas y com- 
pañias de desechos toxicos ha tenido una y 
otra vez preferencia antes que la gente. En 
Love Canal, la preferencia de Hooker 
Chemica! fue mas importante que la salud 
de la gente. El govierno tambien tiene

dos en 1 comunidad rura! pequeña. 

En Love Cana! en 3 años, 56% de 
nuestros hijos nacieron con defectos. 

56% de nuestros hijos nacieron con 3 
orejas, doble hileras de dientes, dedos 
demás en pies y manos, etc. En 1 año, 22 
mujeres de Love Canal quedaron en 
estado. De esas 22 embarazos, solo 
tuvimos 4 niños nacidos normales. E! resto 
de esos embarazos terminaron en abortos,

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culpa. Tenemos dos tipos de enemigos que 
batallar. Uno las corporaciones que cau- 
san problemas. Y segundo, el goveirno que 
permitir esto y se niega ha hacer algo para 
protegernos. 

La cosa es que nesecitamos ma que 
ninguna otra cosa es un movimiento de 
personas que han sido o van a ser afecta- 
das por varias de estas quimicas. Un 
movimiento que sea dirigido por nosotros, 
que exprese nuestras necesidades, y nues- 
tros propositos. Lo que es importante es 
mantenerse juntos y tener personas de 
diferentes areas que nos apoyen. Tener 
gente aprendiendo el uno de! otro y ver sus 
batallas como la de uno propia. Porque 
una de las cosas que el govierno tratarias 
buscar un solución y no desprecialos. 

En Love Cana! es lo que esta pasando 
hoy dia. Despues que la gente ha peleado 
tanto tiempo para tener su area evacuada 
(por problemas de salud) hoy vemos que e! 
goveirno de N.Y. esta tratando de traer 
gente pobre de Buffalo y Niagara Falls que 
se muden a estos mismo lugares. Ellos 
estan tratando de convencer a la gente que 
tienen poco que perder y que deben coger e! 
riesgo. Ellos estan tratando de usar 
estudios de salud para provar que e! area 
no estan peligrosa como la gente dice. 

En Ironbound tenemos una situación 
diferente. Nada ha sido evacuado. Pero 
tenemos personas quenos preguntan “Es 
este sitio sano.” Es nuestro aire sano. Es 
nuestra agua sana. El hecho es que ya 
nosotros tenemos quimicas en nuestra 
sangre. Esto ha sido provado por estudios 
en excuelas medicas en las que hemos 
hecho estudios. Tenemos quimicas que 
causan cancer en nuestra area a niveles 
mas altos que personas que viven-en 
suburvios. Tenemos quimicas que causan: 
cancer en el aire a niveles mas altos que 
ningun otro estado. La cosa es que no 
necesitamos mas expansión, mas quimi- 
cas toxicos traidas en nuestra vecindad. Y 
esto es lo que el Comité Contra Quimicas 
Toxicas es acerca. 


partos muertos, y defectos de nacimiento 
en los niños. En Love Canal, tuvimos la 
cantidad mas alta de cancer en los 
pulmones en todo e! estado de New York. 
Tuvimos una mujer que perdió su hijo de 7 
años envenenado con dioxido. Y ella está 
haciendo ahora lo que yo hago, tratando 
de educar la gente sobre los peligros de 
químicos toxicos. 

La gente algunas veces piensa que yo 
era una “super mujer”, pero la verdad de 
este asunto es que yo era una ama de casa, 
madre de dos niños. Yo soñaba con una 
casa modesta con verja de piquete. Yo 
vivía refugiada y me sentía timida. Nunca 
fuí allas reuniones de PTA. Nunca fuí a la 
Alcaldia. Pero cuando mis hijos comenza- 
ron a enfermarse y yo noté que era por las 
quimicas de Love Canal, yo supe que debia 
parar me y hacer algo. 

Mi hijo vino a vivir aquí a Love Canal 
cuando tenia 1 año. Cuando Micheal! tenia 
5 años, se le desarrolló la epilepsia, 
enfermedades en la sangre y el higado. Se 
le desarrolló asma y problemas urinarios 
que requirieron cirugía. Yo tuve un 
segundo hijo que fue concebido y nacido en 
Love Cana!. Casi perdemos nuestra hija 
Melissa dos años atrás por una enferme- 
dad rara en la sangre. 

Alli hay una sola cosa que va a 
mover el gobierno y mover las compa- 
ñias a limpiar nuestro medio ambien- 
te y eso es la gente! Levantense juntos, 
diganle que en nuestras yardas NO, y 
unanse juntos atraves de! estado!
